couldn’t see anybody.

The captain died 
last night from a heart attack and 
th® chief officer was in charge of 
th® ship when the fire broke out.

By prov id in g a queen 
Italy might gain for ItseU a kin g. 


Rome such thoughts as these hav e been 
run n in g through the head s of Premier Mus­ 
solin i. of former F^mpress Zita, an d perhaps 
of Chan cellor Kurt Schuschn igg of Austria.

ous results. 


The popularity of the Hupshurgs is n ot 
un lv er.sal.

Rescued 
Physician 
Tells of His Own 
Experiences.

SPRING LARK. N. J . Sept 
Dr Charles Cochrane of brooklyn, 
who camp ashore among tho SO sur­ 
vivor* at polio* headquarters here, 
nave this account of his own exper­ 
ience* early today, aboard the burn-

•'I was asleep in my cabin when. 
It seemed to me about 3 a. rn.. I 
awoke to smell a pungent odor of 
smoke. I heard a hanging on the 
door and rose quickly. 
“The passageway outside my cab­ 
in was a mass of flames through 
which there was plainly no escape 
for me. I slammed the door and 
rushed to the porthole which for­ 
tunately was at a deck level. 
“Through the porthole I leaped 
to the deck and ran to a nearby 
lifeboat.
